
OVERALL GOALS
• Reduce the number of traffic collisions along  
   State Route 67 (SR-67).
• Educate drivers about safe driving practices    
   along the highway.

THE CAMPAIGN
During the past year there has been a number of 
fatal collisions along a 12-mile stretch of SR-67, 
from Lakeside north to Ramona.  Investigations 
show that the vast majority of these fatal traffic, 
bicycle and pedestrian collisions are due to 
motorist’s behavior -- drivers who are speeding, 
making unsafe turns and have a general disregard 
for the rules of the road and those who share it.  
The list also includes drivers who are impaired due 
to the use of alcohol or drugs.  These needless 
tragedies can be avoided with common sense and 
consideration.

This issue unfortunately cannot be solved by 
simply adding more asphalt.  Consensus on what 
to do on SR-67 is difficult to gain since there are 
66 different residential and business direct access 
points along this stretch of highway.  For instance, 
a median barrier would restrict access to many of 
these locations.

Caltrans will continue to take a look at engineering 
solutions, but in the meantime the campaign will 
focus on continued law enforcement and driver 
education. Posters, newspaper advertising, movie 
theater ads and roadside highway signs will 
hammer home the message of Take Care Getting 
There on SR-67.

The California Highway Patrol (CHP) and San 
Diego County Supervisor Dianne Jacob are 
partners in this campaign.  The CHP uses the 
latest radar detection technology during 
enforcement sweeps along the corridor.  

TRAFFIC
SR-67 is a two-lane rural highway for the 
most part with passing lanes.  The average 
daily traffic count for the corridor is about 
39,500 vehicles per day. Caltrans has 
implemented a number of improvements to 
the highway in order to reduce the amount of 
traffic collisions, including rumble strips and 
shoulder improvements. The Department is in 
the process of conducting long-range studies 
for capacity increasing improvements for the 
corridor.
